British India. — May 8. Quarantine ordered at Orissa against 
arrivals from Hongkong. 

China. — June 4. The German consul-general at Shanghai, in 
agreement with the consuls of the other powers, has declared sanitary 

S)lice control in force against German vessels arriving from Canton, 
ongkong, Amoy, and Swatow. 

Norway. — June 13. Venezuela, Uruguay, and Peru declared 
plague-infected and quarantine measures put in force against arrivals 
from ports in those countries. 

Portugal. — The port of San Francisco declared clean since .April 30. 

Russia. — May 31 and June 3. Hongkong and Bagdad declared 
plague-infected. 

Straits Settlements. — May 9. By order of the colonial government 
the port and province of Puket, on the island of Salanga, on the west 
coast of Malacca (Siam), are declared plague-infected. 

Venezuela. — May 29. The port of La Guaira declared open for 
traffic with the interior and for communication with the United States 
of America and Europe.
